DRAFT PROPOSAL 

1. (I) Thcy e Regulations may be called the Cost and 
Works Accountants (Second Amendments) Regulations, 1993, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final 
publication in th Official Gazette, Government of India. 

2. In the Cost and Works Accountants Regulations, 1959 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Regulations) (a) regula¬ 
tion 54 shall be renumbered as sub-regulation (1) thereof and 
after suh-reguhtion (1) as so renumbered, the following sub- 
regulation shall be inserted, namely :—“(2) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in sub regulation (I), a fellow shall not 
be eligible to stand for election as, or for being member to 
the Council if: — 

(a) he has held office as member of the Council during 
three consecutive terms, whether full or part; 
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lb) lie is employed bv or under (he Institute, 

Explanation 1—For the purpose of this rule, one term of 
office of an elected member to the Council shall be the 
duration of any Council constituted under section 1-1 of the 

Act. 

Explanation 2—A fellow who has censed to hold office ns 
a member of the Council as aforesaid continuously for two 
consecutive terms shall attain be clbtible to stand for election 
to the Council under sub-regulation fl) from the constituency 
in which his name is Included.” 

(b) in regulation 117, after sub-regulation (2), the follow¬ 
ing sub-regulation shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regula¬ 
tion (1), a member of a Regional Council shall not bo eligible 
to stand for election as, or for being a member to any 
Regional Council if;— 


fa) he has held office as a member of the Council or 
any Regional Council during thicc consecutive 
terms, whether full or part; 

(b) he is employed by or under the Institute. 

Explanation 1—For the purposes of this rule, one term of 
office of ail elected member to the Council shall be the dura- 
lion of any Council Constituted under section 14 of the Act 
and one term of office of an elected member to the Regional 
Council shall be the duration of the Regional Council con¬ 
stituted under regulation 121 of the said Regulations. 

Explanation 2—A member, who has ceased to hold office 
as a member of the Council ot Regional Council as aforesaid 
continuously for two consecutive terms shall be eligible to 
stand for election lo Regional Council under sith-regulation 

( 1 ).”
